MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 4.—Representatives 
of the Democracy of Wisconsin convened 
here at noon for the purpose of electing

called to order by Hon. E. C. Wall. The

Government will not create wealth. It can only 
divert it from one channel to another, or in other 
words obstruct its production. History has repeat- 
edly shown the absurdity and iniquity of the attempt 
to give avalue where it does not exist in nature. 
Since the days of John Law, the original greon- 
backer, the experimont has been tried and tried 
again with the uniform results—ruin and bankruptcy, 
public and private,te the experiinonters. The Fronch 
assignats, backed by the whole power and terrors of 
the revolution, could not be made current even ino 
France. Nor in our own dav in vur sister ropublic 
of Argentina can tho cedulas or mortgage bonds 
of the nation be kept in circulation as movoy 
there—much less be used in exchange for 
in the marts of the world al- 
though backed by the whole power of the 
government. Should the silver men ever get their 
views adopted by the pedple of the United States no 
reasonable man can doubt that our experienco 
would be a repetition of the common experience of 
all nations which have attempted tocreate value by 
virtue of laws. However, thanks to the aid and 
stcady courazeand consistency (with a single ¢x- 
ception) of Wisconsin’s Democratic reyresenta- 
tives, the free silvor craze ia consigned to 
the hmboes of the past,and the rty saved from 
the stigma of deserting principle for votes. I trust 
that your resolutions ou this subject will have no 
equivocal meaning, and will help to place the

It was atthe beginning of a 
speech bv the temporary chairman, 
State Senator Robert Lees of 
Alma, opening the convention. So 
enthusiastic were the delegates and anxious 
to inaugurate the Cleveland boom in earnest 
that the custom of prefacing the proceedings 
with prayer was completely overlooked. I8 
wasa brilliant scene in the Pabst Opera- 
house when the hundreds of delegates and 
spectators got together under the myriads 
of incandescent electric Hghts and red, 
whiteand blue streamers that formed the 
bnilk of the decorations. No portraits of can- 
didates or leaders were on exhibition except 
those of Wisconsin’s favorite sons—Vilas and 
Peck. Onthe stage were ascore or more of 
such sterling Democratic veterans as Charlies 
H. Larkin, Scott Sloanand D. W. Keyes. 
The speech of Chairman Lees was warmly 
received. Every reference to ex- President 
Cleveland seemed to touch off an earthquake, 
so uproarious and immediate was the out- 
break of cheering.

The apparently talismanic namethat con- 
cluded the Chairman’s speech was the Signal 
for such a renewal of shouting and stamping 
that the painted forest scenery on the stage 
swayed and flapped as if atornado was com- 
ing. Everything in the way of business now 
seemed to flash along with Mghtning- 
like rapidity, 50 careful appar- 
ently had been the preparations of 
the recognized leaders to prevent the small- 
est atom of friction or anything savoring ofa 
disturbance. The committecs were named in 
one, two,three order and everything was 
merry as amarriage feast. The Committee 
on liesolutions was announced as follows: 
Chairman, Hon. Wm. F. Vilas; First Dis- 
trict, J. E. Dodge; Second District, R. C. Fal- 
coner; Third District, Dr. J. K. Schriener;

Suddenly, just when the convention was 
swimming in harmony, and the air seemed 
redolent with incense to Cleveland and a 
hundred or more centstoadolar, the dele- 
gates were shocked by a man named 
Mickeljohn. lie was a compactly 
built, well dressed, clean-shaven in- 
dividual from the Kighth District, 
with a voice like the second mate of the big- 
gest steamboat onthe Mississipp!l. He had 
seemingly been watching an opportunity to 
getan underhold on the harmony that was 
running at large, and the way he tripped It 
was something astonishing. An innocent 
resolution had been offered, and was about 
to be adopted, referring all resolutions to the 
Platform Committee without reading or de- 


ate. 

‘‘That’s the way ward caucuses are han 
dled, Mr. Chairman,’’ yelled Micklejohn, 
who, froman advantageous seat in the front 
row of the parquette, had sprung up Into full 
view of every person in the hall, 

‘*J’ve read that’s the way ward voters do 
things to strangle the truth.

If David Bennett Hill had leaped down 
fromthe gallery and shrieked, ‘‘Police,’’ 
the effect could hardly have been more 
startling, so utterly unexpected was the in- 
terruption.

REPUBLICANS COMPLETE THEIR WORK TO-DAY 
—GEN. HAWLEY’S ADDRESS. 
HARTFORD, Conn., May 4. The Republican 
Convention reassembled this morning at 
10:30 o’clock. District and county caucuses 
previously had selected members of the State 
Central Committee and nominated delegates 


and alternates. The hall where the conven- 
tion meets is handsomely decorated with 
flags, and the stage bears the portraits of 
Abraham Lincoln, President Harrison, 
Senator Hawley and Gov. Bulkley. ‘The 
Oommittee on Permanent Organization re- 
ported a list of officers headed by Senator 
Hawley as Permanent Chairman. 

Gen. Hawley was warmly cheered as he ad- 
varced to address the convention. He beyvan 
by predictinga hot campaign. He greeted 
the young voters of the party, reviewed the 
party’s history, referring to itsachievements 
and added: 

GEN. HAWLEY’S ADDRESS. 


In none of these things have we had the co-opera- 
tion of the Democratic party. In almost every one 
we have had its vigorous opposition. Our friends,.the 
enemy jeer us for pointing with pride to our record. 
It is a pleasure they cannot enjoy. We offer it as the 
only valuable security that our future control would 
be as beneficent as our past. 

Referring then to the possible candidates at 
Minneapolis, Senator Hawley said: 


Iam not heretosay who wil! be or who should bo 
our nominee for the Il’resident. khow .a warm 
placo in the hearts of many of you. Iknow there is 
a warm place in the hearts of many of you James 
(?. Blaine has always occupied, and I know well that 
all Republicans saddened by the announcement that 
he withdraws from the candidacy, which so many 
earnest friends were crowding upon him, His brill- 
jantand versatile mind, his chivalrous gallantry, 
aud his Americanism compels friendship. Since 
ho has*‘the genius to be loved, let him have the 
justice to be honored, ’”’ 

Bon Harrison has proved himself one of the 
ablest statesmen of the line of Presidents. He be- 
came Secretary of State when Mr. Blaine,was com- 
pelied toclose his portfolio. He is a well qualified 
substitute for any member of his Cabinet. hegin- 
ning with that Cabinet his appointmerit of judges 
and foreign ministers, commissioners and officers of 
ali the higher classes have metthe heart and often 
enthusiastic popular approval. There have been no 
scandals in his administration. In the campaign 

recoding his election, and in his journeys 
through the country and on various minor 
opportunities hehas made four or five hundred 
trips, usnally brief, but always carrying thought and 
nover shunning an issue—made them with the great- 
est felicity and has had the unprecedented good 
fortune amounting to gentusto have never uttered 
a phrase picked up by the enemy for catch- words or 
criticism.

CULLOM WINNING FAME IN THE ROLE 
OF HARMONY. 


First Day’s Session of the State Conven- 
vention at Springfield—Ex-Congress- 
man Hopkins Made Temporary Chair- 
man—His Address—The Scramble for 
Places on the Ticket—Names Which 
Now Seem to Be Winners. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 4.—When the Hon. 
A. M., popularly known as ‘‘Long’’ Jones, 
Chairman of the Republican State Commit- 
tee, rapped the convention to order in Repre- 
sentatives’ Hall of the Capitol building at 2 
o’ clock this afternoon, he faced 
the largest omcial gathering in 
the history of the party: in Illinois, 
There were 1,235 delegates. In a few remarks, 
predicting the success of the ticket to be 
nominated and the duty of the delegates as- 
sembled, Chairman vones introduced ex-~- 
Congressman R. J. Hopkins of Aurora as 
Chairman ofthe temporary organization of 
the convention. As the temporary chairman 
came forward he was warmly greeted. 


CHAIRMAN HOPKINS’ SPEECH. 

Having thanked the delegates for his elec- 
tion aschairman and aliudedin eulogistic 
terms to the part which the State has played 
in the great political contests of the country, 
he referred to the nomination of Altgeld for 
Governor by the Democratic convention, 
speaking as follows: 

Not content with denouncing the mepeaseee party 
for its great work in maintaining the unity uf the 
Statesand the fluancial bonds of the country, the 
convention wentone step furtherin its brazen ef- 
frontery and took issue with providence by placing in 
nomination for.Governora man who had to furnish 
the delegates assembled with his autobiography so 
that they might assure the Democrats of the State 
ontheir returnto their several homes that the un- 
known man was eligible to the office to which his 
barrel aspired. 

Dealing with the national issues of the 
campaign, he declared they would be largely 
a repetition of those of 1888. The Republican 
party was irrevocably committed toa policy 
of protection on the Industrial, manufactur- 
ing and laboring interests of the country and, 
added to that, they would have the still 
further question of maintaining the financial 
integrity of the country and insisting that the 
stamp of the -Government upon the coin of 
the cuubtry shall be maintained in all itsin- 
tegrity and that every dollar of the white 
metal which has the stamp of the Govern- 
ment upon it shall De the equivalent of 100 
cents inthe coin of any country with which 
we have commercial relations.

Itis very manifest that there will be 
coimipetition among the various gentlemen 
wio desireto be delegates at large to the 
Nat:onal Convention. It is quite likely that 
ex-Gov. Oglesby and ex-Congressman Joseph 
G. Cannon will be selected as delegates at 
large. ‘The fourth delegate at large is a 
voubtful factor. 

The trustees for the University of Lllinols, 
of whom there are threeto be chosen, have 
not yet been canvassed. They will be left 
until the bulk of the ticket Is determined. 

The four presidential electurs-at-large are 
also unsettled; the name of John M. Smyth, 
of Chicago, has been favorabiy mentioned as 
one of them.

JOHN BARRED OUT. 


Final Passage of the Chinese Exclusion 
Enactment. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 4.—When the 
journal was approved Mr. Geary, of Callifor- 
nia, presented the conference report on the 
Chinese bill. Mr. Hitt, of Illinois, opposed 
the report. The ageement of the conferees 
was more satisfactory than the House bill, 
but openly violated faith and was a rupture 
of our relations with China. 

Mr. Hooker (Democrat) of Mississippi in 
opposing the report said there never wasa 
time when the writ of habeas corpus was de- 
nied, asin this bill. By it the judge was al- 
lowed to imprison the party and deny bail. 
The Democratic party was welcome to all the 
glory they could get by the passage of sucha 
measure. For himself he desired to record 
his vote againstit. It wasa direct violation 
of the treaty of 1889. 

Mr. Geary of California, who presented the 
report, said there was nothing in the act 
which suspended the writ of habeas corpus 
nor did it deny the right of ball. 

Mr. Hooker demanded the yeas and nays, 
The conference report was then agreed to, 
yeas, 185; nays, 28. 

Mr. Snodgrass (Dem.) of Tennessee offered 
a resolution calling for the return of the bill 
from the Senate to encourage American ship 
building, passed May 2 under suspension of the 
rules without proper explanation and under 
a misapprehension as to its provision. The 
resolution set forth that at the time the House 
was led to believe that the ships mentioned 
in the bill did not come within the provisions 
of the act of March 43, 
subsidies to American 
bill gave these ships the

States, as far as subsidies were concerned. 
The resolution brought Mr. Cochran of New 
York to his feet, who inquired if the gentle- 
man from Tennessee meant to Insinuate that 
the House had been imposed apon.

His words fell on deaf ears, how- 
ever, and in another moment the end of the 
rope was thrown over a limb ofatree by the 
roadside and the man who had assaulted the 
two old ladies was dangling between heaven 
and earth. He was kept hanging from the 
limb till his face was black and his 
tongue hung from his mouth. He was 
then lowered, but as soon as he regained 
consciousness he was again swung upto the 
limb. He was kept up this time for three 
minutes. Before life was extinct, however, 
Robinson was let downasecondtime. He 
lay on the ground, gasping for breath. 
**Don’t torture me any longer. Take a pistol 
and blow out my brains,’’ he gasped. The 
pitiful appeal of the half-dead man touched a 
tender cord in the hearts of his persecutors, 
and, still suffering from the fearful torture 
he had just undergone, he was lifted back 
into the buggy and driven tothe jail. Hé did 
not recover from his fright until the jail was 
reached, but all the way, trembling with fear 
and excitement, he kept looking back to see 
if he was not followed by his persecutors.

“I WAS BLIND CRAZY WITH RAGE” Is 
: HIS PLEA. - 


‘He Knows That He Will Be Hanged for 
The Brutal Deed, But Has Made a 
Confession to the Police—His Fiend- 
ish Brutality, He Says, Is Proof That 
He Was Insane When Committing the 
Crime. 


Cnicaco, May 4.+~Acorrespondent of the 
PosT-DIsPATCH to-day visited at the Maxwell 
Street Station Thomas Walsh, whose fiendish 
murder and mutilation of his aunt yesterday 
has horrified the coantry more than the de- 
moniacal brutalities of the Londcn Jack the 


His case presents points which to the 
psychologist wil be leads for study, but to 
the ordinary reader are only indications of 
unparalleled viciousness, 

' The murder was committed between 5 and 
6 o’clock last evening when Mrs. Bridget 
Walsh, wife of Michael Walsh, living at No. 
644 Washburne avenue, was preparing for the 
evening meal, Thomas Walsh, her nephew, 
living at 143 Washburne avenue, arrested 
four hours later, confesses his guilt. The 
Orst knowledge of the mnurder having 
been committed was gained by the woman’s 
husband, who is a teamsterinthe employ of 
J. V. Farwell & Co., and who, on his return 
from work last evening found his wife’s 
body in their bedroom horribly torn and 
mutilated and partially hidden beneath a 
pile ofrugs. Sixty-five gashes in all wereon 
her body, andthe disarranged furniture in 
the room showedthat a desperate struggle 
had taken place. Pieces ofthe vital organs 
of the dead woman had been torn 
out, and a broken broom-handle 
was thrust through the entire 
length of the woman’s trunk from the throat 
downward, and a pair of scissors driven 
through the left breast. The numerous other 
wounds on the woman’s face, body and 
limbs had evidently been made by the 
scissors. Walsh atonce notified the police, 
and within four hours after the murder the 
woman’s slayer had been arrested and con- 
fessed the crime. He stated that he and Mrs. 
Walsh had been drinking beer together and 
had quarreled. He drew a knife and stabbed 
her, andthe signt of the blood drove him 
insane. Ue had then torn and mutilated the 
body as described. 

THE PRISONER. 

When at noon, to-day the correspondent of 
the Post-DIsPaTcu visited Thomas Walsh, 
the monster of the day in hiscellatthe Max- 
well Street Police Station, he was in a re- 
pentant mood. He 1s 27 years old, is a power- 
fully built man of about 185 pounds, and has, 
even in his repentant mood, the indications 
of Aggressive viciousness. He talked tIreely 
about the murder and said he was very sorry 
for it. ‘*It was just like this,’’ he sajd, ‘*‘Illike 
my Uncle Michael first rate.and wouldn’t do 

thing to hurt him If Il wasin njy’senses. But 
his wife wasa bandsome woman and when 

"e bot? fullof beer Prager sca afternoon 
swepret me timand kiss Weralittie. This put 
thadevilin me entri wanted to go further, 
She repulsed me,but went and got more beer, 
Then lasked for some tobacco and she went 
into the bedroom to getit. I fo lowed her.’’ 

¥yrom this point the prisoner’s sbameless 
gory isnotto continued in his words. He 
made repeated advances to his aunt and was 
repulsed. Hesaysthatshe then threw her- 
self on the bed and that, mistaking herinten- 
tions, he suddenly attempted to disarrange 
her dress, but the moment he' laid his hand 
upon her person the woman sprang up with 
tigerish ferocity and struck him a powerful 
biow inthe face. ‘‘It was tien that Iran 
out,’’ said the prisoner, ‘‘and grabbed the 
knifeand begantostab her. She fought like 
@tiger, and in-the struggle I pulled all her 
clothes off. I was blind crazy with rage at 
the time and continued to slash her until 
she was dead. I hardly know what I] 
did after stabbing her. I don’t know whether 
Ibada pairof scissorsornot. They tell me 
that a broomstick was found jammed 
through her body lengthwise from the front, 
butiIdon’t knowanything aboutthat. IflI 
did that awful thing itshowsIwascrazy. I 
know lil have gotto-hangfor this, andthat 
this puts the rope around my neck, but I 
must tell ittoease my mind.’’ The police 
authorities have Walsh’s confession signed 
by him, It was made last night and differs 
but little from the conversation here 
given except that it is not 
60 oul nor explicit. The facis 
of the killing are given in the same language. 
Walsh is still wearing the blood-stained shirt 
and trousershe had on when arrested, and 
there were marks of biood on his hands when 
the PosT-DiIsPATCH Man saw him at noon in 
his cell. 

This afternoon Walsh w&s taken before the 
coroner’s jury, and retold the story of the 
murder just as he has given it above.

CONRAD IS MODEST. 


The Lottery Manager Speaks of His 
Retiring Disposition. 


HE DECLARES THE CONCERN WILL DIE 
IN THREE YEARS. 


The Case Against Himin St. Louis Con- 
tinued—Photographer Grimm Forced to 
Trial—Marshal Buchanan Fearful That 
Mail Robber Hubbarda’s Friends May 
Try to Help Him Escape. 


A small, well-dressed man of 50, with

The nomination of Mr. T. JErrrerson 
COOLIDGE as Minister to France is a good 
example of unwavering consistency. No 
one more thoroughly representative of 
Republican tendencies could have been 
found than the man who, at a famous 
lunch -in- Boston, drew his check fora 
large amount for the purpose of rescuing 
the country from the wicked and un- 
patriotic Democrats by means of pur- 
chased votes.

The Big Mound. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

In the Post-DispaTcH of last Sunday there 
appeared a very interesting article on the 
**Big Mound’’ of St. Louis. While the de- 
scription there given of that remarkable pro- 
duction of an ancient and unknown race may 
be correct, my remembrance of the ‘‘Big 
Mound’’ is somewhat different. According 


to my recollection the base of the mound was 

a parallelogram extending say 150 to 250 feet 

from north to south and 7 to 125 feet 
from east to west, with sides gradually slop- 

ing tothe summit. The height wasabout 40 
eet. ’ 

It was situated on the east side of Broad- 
way (then calied Third street) and I suppose 
it was near the intersection of Mound street. 

The mound was a favorite resort and play- 
ground for the boys of the (then) northern 
part of the city. 

There was anotherand smaller mound in 
the same vicinity, and it was this fact which 
caused the greater elevation to be designated 
as the ‘*Big Mound.’’ The reservoir, which 
for many years supplied the citizens of prim!- 
tive St. Louis with water, was located on the 
smaller mound, 

There may have been other mounds in that 
vicinity, as they were generally bullt in clus- 
ters or groups, but the two before mentioned 
are all that ever came under my observation. 

Itisa great pity that one or bothof those 
ancient structures (if I may so call them) 
were not preserved as amonument of an- 
tiguity. There was a time, almost within 
the memory of persons now living, when the 
block or lot embracing thesite of the ‘*Bi 
Mound’’ could have been bought for a bushe 
of mealandif the city fathers of that day 
had secured the title tothe ground on which 
the mounds stoodand had withheld the dev- 
astating pick and shovel from the ‘‘sacred 
clay’’ the mound would to-day be a greatif 
not the greatest curiosity of St. Louis.

Republican Tenth Congressional 
District Convention Held To-Day. 


George Autenreith and Henry Besch 
Elected Delegates. 


CHAIRMAN WILKINSON DECIDES NOT TO 
MANDAMUS RECORDER CARLISLE.

The Twelfth District Republican Conven- 
tion to Be Held To-Morrow at Central 
Turner Hali—Redistricting the City 
Into Senatorial and Representative 
Districts—Business Men’s Democratic 
Club—Local Political News. 


CLAYTON, Mo., May 4.—The delegates to the 
Tenth District Republican National Delega- 
tion Convention began arriving early this 
morning from all directions. Some in bug- 
gies, others in farm wagon, but the majority 
came up on the train from St. Louls. The 
Tenth is the district accorded to the 
Republicans by the *speecial session of 
the Legislature, Itis composed of the South 
St. Louis wards, Franklin and St. Louis Coun- 
ties, containing an average Republican ma- 
jority of 4,000. The delegates and visiting 
politicians were greeted by @ couple of brass 
bands and the national colors were displayed 
from the County Court-house and many resi- 
dences. Among the St. Louis visitors were 
Richard Bartholdt, candidate for the 
district Congressional nomination; Col. 
David Murphy, Republican nominee’ for 
Attorney-General; Obarles A. Nagel, 
hominee for the Supreme Court, Ex-Con- 
gressman Kinsey and a host of St. Louts poll- 
ticlans. Recorder of Deeds Hobbs, one of 
the alternate delegates at large,also came pp 
to see what was going on. Before the con- 
vention opened the understanding was that 
the delegateships to Minneapolis were to go 
to John T. Crow of Franklin and George 
Autenreith of St. Louis County; both are 
Filleyites. Maj. Chas. E. Pearce 
had ex-Congressman Kinsey in tow and 
the couple circulated freely through the 
crowd. Mr. Kinsey wants the nomination 
for Congressman inthe Tenth and wants it 
very badly. SodoDr. Bartholdt, Senator J. 
C. McGinnis and J. C, Kiskaddonof Frank- 
lin, and ali were present except- 
ing McGinnis, The convention was 
opened at 11 o’clock by F.W. Rauchenstein of 
St. Louls County, Chairman of the Tenth 
District Congressional Committee; Charles 
F. Gallenkamp of Franklin County was 
elected temporary Chairman and Wm. Hepp- 
ner of St. Louis City, Secretary. Several 
speeches followed complimentary to Harri- 
son, Blaine, Warner and the State Repub- 
lican ticket generally.

THE DELEGATES CHOSEN. 

Whenthe convention reassembled at 2p. 
m. Collector Henry Zeigenhein of St. Loul 
was elected Permanent Ciatrman, Then th 
Committee on Resolutions made its report, 
which contained indorsements of the 
official acts of both President Har- 
rison and Secretary of State Blaine. 
The clause of the resolution indorsing Blaine 
created far greater enthusiasm and was 
greeted with more applause than the clause 
indorsing Harrison, 

In thé selection of two delegates tothe 
National Convention, the convention divided 
honors between the city and country, elect- 
ing Henry Beschofthe Eleventh Ward, St. 
Louis, and Henry Autenreith of St. Louls 
County. They were not instructed, 


Will Not Mandamus Carlisle. 

Chairman John C, Wilkinson of the antti- 
Noonan- Dalton committee to-day hada long 
talk with F. N. Judson, the committee’s at- 
torney. When it. Was Over Chairman Wil- 
kinson announced that the committee 
would abandon their intention of applying 
for a mandamus writ to force Recorder Car- 
lisleto open the boxes and throw out the 
fraudulent votescast. ‘*‘We find,’’ said the 
Chairman, ‘‘that the courts would not sus- 
tain a mandamus proceeding upon 
the Recorder. Judge Hough wheh on 
the Supreme bench decided that 
point in the contested election case of Craig 
against Nick Ford. Ford was declared 
elected by the judges .returns’ witha ma- 
jority of one, and Craig wanted the vote 
counted, The Supreme Court decided that 
itcould not be done, The decision would 
throw us out of court if we attempted to 
mandamus Carlisle, althoughit isa pity we 
can’tdoit and get a Supreme Court decision 
on the law.’’

Orlando T, Guthrie. of the Twenty-fourth 
was standing by. ‘*Wehavea great number 
of affidavits charging fraud, several from my 
ward,’’ saidhe, ‘‘All of these will be pre- 
sented tothe Credentials Committee at the 
convention.’’ 

NO DECISION ON THE LAW. 

Recorder Carlisle seemed much relieved 
when he heard the news, and City Counselor 
Marshall was rather disappointed, Both of 
them had understood allalong that the man- 
damus suit ‘could not be decided before the 
convention, but its defense meant a good 
deal of trouble forthe Recorder. ‘‘it’s such 
a big word, that mandamus, that it scared 
me,’’ said the Recorder; laughing, ‘‘but I had 
made up My mind to take the casetothe Ssu- 
preme Court and get the law passed on.’’ 

Recorder Carlisle says he will issue certifi- 
cates Of election to the delegates according 
tothe judges’ returns to-morrow. He is 
having the blanks made out to-day. The 
Fourth and Twenty-fifth Wards, where the 
judges and clerks did not agree upon returns, 
will be taken up Monday. ‘‘I’ll hear what 
both sides have to say and then give the cer- 
tificates to one or the other, sO that one set 
of delegates may gointo the convention with 
a prima facile case,’’ the Recorder said. 

City Counselor Marshall bas said from the 
day of election thathe didnot Delleve tne 
Circuit Court would grant the applica- 
tion for a mandamus writ, even 
if it was made, but he wanted the 
case to get tothe Supreme Courtin order 
that the law might bepassed on. ‘‘It will 
not stand before the Supreme Court,’’ said 
the Counselor, ‘‘for a aumber Of legal rea- 
sons.’’

A $1,000,000 CORPORATION. 


An English Syndicate Invests Heavily in 
East St. Louis. 

Millions of dollars of British money have 
been invested in S&t. Louis industries, in its 
municipal bonds, andafew hundred thous- 
ands from the English capital have also 
found their way heretofore into real estate of 
the Future Great; ali of which ventures have 
proven so profitable to the London specula- 
tors, that they have now planted $500,000 


more here to pay for property, and that 
money, too, will shortly be added to the local 
surplus. 

What better evidence than this, from the 
world’s financial center, covld be given of 
the stability of St. Louis’ institutions? or 
what higher appreciation manifested for the 
perimanency of its securities. 

Shortly after English capitalists put $10,- 
000,000 or more into St. Louis breweries they 
became interested in realestate investments 
in this city through the instrumentality 
of Mr. Moses Greenwood, Jr. It came 
about in this way: Mr. Greenwood, while 
ona visit to his college.town, Salem, Va., 
chanced tofrom the acquaintances of Wm, 
Charlesand Alfred H. Peel, cousins of Sir 
Robert Peel. The young Messrs. Peel were, 
at that time m King a leisurely tour of 
America, and being gentlemen of financial 
means withaneye of speculation, they had 
invested profitably in West Virginia 
sheep ranches and coal lands. 
Encouraged intuis way and having closed 
their deals in West Virginia, Mr. 
Greenwood did not have much difficulty in 
persuading them to come on here and try 
their hand at money-making in St. Louls. 
The result was his sale to them of the Benton 
farm of 750 acres for $1£0,000,in July, 1889, 
Later on, he sold them the Sutton farm of 
206 acres, now known as Greenwood Park, 
for $140,000. The Messrs. Peel interested other 
Englishmen in_ this latter deal, and 
the property was sold for them atan advance 
of 50 per cent to the Greenwood Land and 
Improvement Co., who have since developed 
the tract into a suburban residence place. 
This wasa quick turn, and so profitable the 
Enlishmen resolved to try their luck 
avain, to the extent of the profits 
they had made at least. Accordingly, 
they instructed their agent, Mr. Greenwoou, 
to hunt up profitable realestate investments 
and present fortheir consideration such as 
he could recommend. Mr. Greenwood found 
three different groups of property on the 
other side of the river, and last September 
he went to London fortified with all manner 
of statistical matter, municipal reports of 
street and other public improvements, 
annual reports from the Merchants 
Exchange and reports also from 
the office of the Recorder of Deeds, 
to support and prove allthat he was going 
to say about the wonderful progress of this 
great Western metropolis. He found, 
though, that the Londoners were better 
posted about St. Louis than he had 
imagined they were. They were pleased 
with their brewery investments; were ascer- 
tained to be large holders of railway stocks 
centering at St. Louis, and preferred them 
and sought after them more than siocks in 
other lines, but when it came 
to reali estate, the average 
English capitalist was not sO 
eager to put his money intothat kind of an 
investment. Nevertheless St. Louls securi- 
ties ranked high in London. The English- 
man’s judgment in this particular was based 
upon actual and profitable experience, and 
while Mr. Greenwood was yet in London 
$2 000,000 of St. Louis city bonds were placed 
there, and Mr. Fred Gabel, Assistant Comp- 
troller,has crossed the Atlantic and delivered 
these securities to their purchasers. This 
was no set-back, however, but rather 
an assistance to Mr, Greenwood’s enter- 
prise. He succeeded in interesting the Law 
& Debenture Corpofation and the National 
Insurance & Guarantee Corporation of Lon- 
don and their solicitors, Parker, Garrett & 
Parker, in the East St. Louis properties; then 
he returned home, arriving here late in 
February, to await future developments.

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| LINCOLN LOOMS UP. 


Conference of His Friends to Be Held in 
Washington. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 4.—A conference 
of Republican leaders will be held in this city 
this week in order to carefully review the po- 
litical situation. Gen. Clarkson will eadeavor 
to be here, although he has written that he 
may not be able to reach 
the city until the 15th, when 
he will pass through here’ en route to Minne- 
apolis. Among those who will be at the con- 
ference will be Senators Quay, Teller, Wol- 
cott and Washburn, ex-Speaker Reed and 
others, The gathering is not intended to be 
friendly to the Administration. A gentleman 
who Is to participate in the conference said 
to a Post-DISPATCH reporter yester- 
day that it had been practi- 
cally decided to unite on Minister 
Lincoln. It will be remembered that already 
a number of dis trict dslegates in Pennsyl- 
vania have declared in favor of Lincoln, and 
that the North Carolina delegates, although 
nominally instructed for Harrison, have also 
expressed a decided preference for Lincoln.

The Main House at Kansas City, With 
Branches in St. Louis, Omaha, Wichita 
and Topeka-Speculation in Kansas 
City Real Estate Alleged to Have 
Something to Do With the Failure. 


A deed of assignment was filed in the office 
of the Recorder of Deeds to-day by the Robin- 
son Woolen Co. to George ©. Emery of Kan- 
sas City. The deed reads that the company 
assigns, forthe benefit of creditors, all the 
goods, wares and merchandise, piece goods, 
suitings and fixtures, tools and other prop- 
erty belonging to the company in the build- 
ing at 806 Olive street, St. Louis, Mo., 
and also. all goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, etc., one safe and other 
property at 717 Main street, Kansas 
City, Mo., together with the leasehold on the 
premises, at Kansas City. The deed also in- 
cludes all goods at 628 Kansas avenue, 
Topeka, Kan., and at 155 Main street, Wich- 
ita, Kan., andthe leasehold. All ofthe out- 
Standing book accounts, claims and de- 
mands, judgments, choses in action, and 
other effects belonging to the corporation 
growing out of any and all its business trans- 
actions, at each and all the above 
places, are also included, and 
about $750 in notes secured by deed of trust on 
Kansas City property and any other notes 
which the corporation may ownand any and 
all other. personal property in_ either 
of the above places whether spe- 
cifically mentioned or not. The following 
real estate is also included: lots 22, 23 and 24, 
in Dunveigh Heights, an addition to Kansas 
City, Mo., andthe undivided two-thirds of 
lot 32 in Warwick Ridge, an addition to Kan- 
sas City, Mo., and the east 320 feet of what 
was formerly lot 6, nowiot 8,1in block 1 of 
McGee’s Summit addition, less the east 30 
feet thereof, heretofore conveyed toW.

SAID TO BE A HEAVY FAILURE. 

The assignment was really made at Kansas 
City, where the main office of the firm is 
located, and the papers filed here 
are practically but copies of the Kansas 
City assirnment papers. I1n_ fact the 
assignment made here this morning does not 
comply with the law, as it gives no statement 
of assets as required. The firm has a whole- 
sale or jobbing house at Kansas City and also 
bas retail tailoring estabfishments 
at that place, St. Louls, Omaha, 
Topeka and Wichita. Just what 
the assets and liabilities are no one in St, 
Louis seems to know, and various state- 
ments have been made concerning them, the 
failures being rated as high as $1,000,000. 
While this is, in all probability, a very 
high estimate, the fact that the 
firm had a wholesale and five 
retail stores gives color to the claim that 
the failures will reach wellup in the hun- 
dreds of thousands. Its jobbing department 
at Kansas Cityis Known as the Robinson 
Woolen Co.,and its tailoring department 
there as the London Tallors. The Sst. Louis 
branch is located at 806 Olive street, the 
Fagin Building and is called the Robinson 
Talloring Co. The Omaha and Wichita 
branches are organized under the name of 
the Robinson Tailoring Co. and the Topeka 
branch as the London Tallors, 
Mr. E. D. Kdwards, manager of 
the St. Louis branch, was seen to-day 
following the assignment and stated that he 
could give no figures or detalls of the failure 
as the St. Louis branch was onlya selling 
department of the concern, and all the books 
were keptin Kansas City where the main 
concern had been in business about ten 
years. The house has had a branch in 
st. Louis only for the past year, 
Mr. L. N. Leslie of Kansas 
appointed by Assignee George C, 
ery to take charge of the St. 
stock, arrived this morning. Manager Ed- 
ward stated that business would probably be 
resumed in this branch of the concern 
at an early date, as the house 
had a good St. Louis trade. He 
had received no intimation of the firm’s 
tronbles, and knew nothingof the cause of 
thefailure, but thought that speculation in 
Kansas City realestate had cuta large figure 
init. He did not Know the extent ofthe 
liabilities or assets.

A TRAIL OF DEATH. 


Lives Lost and Property Destroyed by 


Monday’s Storm. 


GREAT DAMAGE DONE IN MISSOURI AND 
KANSAS, 


—— 


A Woman and Child Killed Near McFall— 
Two. Cy es in One Locality—Farm 
Houses an tock Swept Away—One 
Corpse Carried Three-Fourths of a 
Mile. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., May 4.—Reports show 
that Monday’s storm was widespread and 
Gestructive. A number of lives were lost. 
McFall, Mo., was visited by two cyclones. 

The first originated ten miles south of town 
and passed in a northeasterly directiona 
distance of five miles, It first struck the 
residence of Mr. Sharp and none escaped. 
Mr. Sharp is probably fatally tiurt. His wife 
and son are also severely hurt, while a little 
girl named Boyd, living with the family, was 
instantly killed. Every buliding in its path 
was totally wrecked, The second cyclone 
originated six miles southeast of McFal 
and first struck the premises of Thomas 
Utz, his house and barn are destroyed. It 
passed north by east and destroyed the im- 
provements of Hiram Cane, Lewis Best, John 
Boner, Wm. Engart, N.H. Lowery and Alfred 
Vaniel, whose house was demolished and his 
wife received injuries from which she died in 
about three hours. Next in its path was the 
home of James Daniels, whose three children 
were Carried away about 100-yards and were 
bruised about the body. One boy has a 
. brokenleg. The trackis from eight to forty 
rods wide and strewn with debris. 

Sedalia was visited by the heaviest rain- 
storm in years. The streets of the city are 
flooded with water owing to the sewers being 
- chocked up. The creeks are out of their 
banks and miles of fencing have been swept 
away. The flood will cause much damage to 
crops. 

At Moberly, a new brick house belonging to 
N. Edwards was twisted off its foundation 
and demolished. Great damage was done to 
farms anc orchards near Lexington. 

At Aultville the Missouri Pacific freight 
house was flooded and much fawe done to 
merchandise, 


oe IN KANSAS. 
TOPEKA, Kan., May 4.—Keports are coming 
in from all parts of Kansasand Oklahoma of 
the damage to life and property by the wind 


and rainof the lastfew days. The violence 
of the wind was such that wire service over 
the affected area was almost entirely sus- 
pended. For three miles aleng Mission Creek 
not a house has been left standing. At 
Auburn the storm carried off the house of 
James Drake and lodged his 14-year-old 
daughterinatreetop. The Pleasant Valley 
School-house was completely destroyed. At 
Cedar Junction the Santa Fe cars were blown 
from the tracks. At Lanope every house was 
moved from its foundation. 

Reports from Mulhalland other points in 
Oklahoma indicate that the storm there was 
inthe nature of a tornado and destroyed 

erything in its path. A number of head of 
' Stock were killed, and in the fruit-growing 
district of Southern Kansas much damage 
was done to the growing crops. 

A cycione struck the town of Moline at the 
terminus of the Howard branch ofthe Sante 
* Fe last evening, and did damage to both life 
‘and property. A.D. Laeken was killed by 
the timbers of his falling house, and his dead 
body carried three-quarters of a mile by the 

wife wasalso severely injured. 
er of houses were blown down and 
destroyed. 

The village of Tevis, ten miles south of 
Topeka, came within the path of the wind- 
storm. A farmer named Paxton was killed 
outright. The buildings, fences and crops 
- On the farms ofJ. P. Heil, Silas Zeigier and 
Thos. Brooks were destroyed. Mr. tleiland 
family were all severeiy injured. A farm 
hand named Mitchell was kilied. The track 
of the cyclone was two miles wide. 

At Emporia the terrible wind swept down 
upon the town at sunset. A great deal of 
property was damaged but only one life lost. 
A Mrs. O’ Donnell was biown with such force 
against a barv wire fence that she can not 
recover from her injuries. 

Around Olathe the wind did great damage 
to trees and crops. Anumberor bouses and 
—- were demolished but no lives were 
ost. 


AN ILLINOIS FLOOD. 


THE DANGER LINE REACHED ON SEVERAL 
, RIVERS. 

MARSEILLES, Ill., May 4.—From appear- 
ances, a miracie only can save Marseilles 
from threatened inundation. The almost un. 
ceasing rainstormsthat have raged up and 
down the Illinois, Fox and Kankakee Valleys 
since Sunday night have precipitated upon 
this large area thousands of tons of water in 
excess of any heretofore encountered flood. 
ihe rivers have been rapidly rising since 


een, ane the Illinois, from far above 
arselilies to the navigable waters pelow 
La Sallie, is nearly a mile wide and deep 
enoughin the channel to float the largest 
lake vessels. The waters have already risen 
some eighteen feet above low water mark, 
and in this city the situation is desperate. 

A large force of men has been ralsing the 
levee with piles and dirt in an endeavor to 
fight back the rapidly rising waters, but the 
rise is slowly gaining upon them and the 
Waters are yradual!l creeping over the 
entire eastern end of the ievee, which may 
break atany moment. The breaking of the 
levee may mean the sweeping away of 
nearly every manufacturing institution in 
the city. including the lllinois Valley Paper 
Mill, the largest in the world; the Marsellies 
Manuilactiring Co.’s works, the Jolin F. 
Clark mills, the Dawell Flouring Mills and 
Many new industries, in which millions are 
— besides rendering fifty families des- 
itute. 

Besides the damage done here valuable 
crops put in upon the IJilinois bottoms for 
twenty miles on either side of Ottawa are 
under water, involving a loss of $50,000to 
farmers. The Kickapoo and other bridges 
have gone out and Allen, Park, Ottawa and 
all of the lower islands are flooded.

SERARCHING FOR VICTIMS OF A BLINDING MANI- 
\ Re TOBA BLIZZARD.

The Firemen of Missouri, Kansas and 

Arkansas to Meet at Springfield, Mo. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., May 4.—On June 13 to17 
inclusive the largest gathering of flremen 
ever assembled west of the Mississippi will 
meet at Springfield, Mo., and hold a five 
days’ session and tournament. 

The Missouri State Firemen’s Association, 
comprising all the fire organizations both 
paid and volunteer, will hold a one day’s ses- 
sion and perfect their organization and lay 


plans for securing the adoption ofthe amend- 
ment to the State Constitution that will be 
submittedto the people at the November 
elections. 

The Southwestern Firemen’s Association 
will hold a four days’ meeting anda tourna- 
ment that will be one of the most interesting 
events that will occur in Missouri this 
year. Twothousand firemen from Missouri, 
Kansas and Arkansas will attend this tourna- 
ment accompanied by twenty brass bands. 
The crack organizations of the three States 
will compete for prizes aggregating $2,500. 
There will be four days of exciting races that 
will be hotly contested. The firemen 
and citizens of Springfield will spend 
$5,000 in entertaining the visitors who will be 
camped at the fair grounds, where the tour- 
nament will be held. The preparations are 
the most extensive ever made for such an oc- 
casion in the West, and thousands of visitors 
are expected to attend from all over the 
country. One of the most prominent features 
will be thrilling exhibitions by the most skill- 
ful pompier men from St. Louis and Kansas 
City fire departments. A building 100 feet 
high will be erected atthe Fair Grounds and 
these firemen will illustrate the most ap- 
proved methods of rescuing people from a 
burning building, climbing by means of a 
pompter ladder to the sixth story of the 
structure and letting down theinmates by a 
rope and the life-saving net. There will be 
hose races, hook and ladder races, tugs of 
war, band contests, exhibition drills, run- 
ning races, andthe four days wiil bea suc- 
cession of interesting contests.

GONE UP IN FLAMES. 


— 


The St. Louis Sash & Door Works 
Burned Out. 


OVER $100,000 WORTH OF PROPERTY IN 
NORTH ST. LOUIS DESTROYED. 


An Early Morning Fire Which Caused a 
General Alarm-Falling Walls Do a 
Great Deal of Damage—A Woman’s 
Rescue ofa Pet Dog Almost Results in 
a Fatality. 


* The St. Louis Sash and Door works on the 
north side of North Market street and east of 
Broadway, took fire this morning at 6:35 
o’clock and ina few hours were totally de- 
stroyed. Theeast side of the building ex- 
tended along the railroad tracks on Second 
street, about 150 feet, half way to Benton 
street. The South side of the building 
reached along North Market street, 
westward to a twenty foot alley. 
Across the alley is the Mound Oity Hotel, con- 
ducted by James Robinson, and situated on 
the northwest corner of Broadway and North 
Market street. The hotelstructure is three 
stories high, while the tenements and small 
stores, which were™in the same block, and 
under the shadow of the north and west walls 
of the big six-story factory, are only two 
stories high. The whole property on the 
block is owned by Thedore Sessinghaus and 
all of it was in immediate danger for a time, 
The fire was discovered by Luke Dewsuap, a 
driver for the company. He saw the flames 
darting out of the sixth story windows of the 
factory on North Market street near the 
alley. 
A GENERAL ALARM GIVEN. 

He turned on an alarm from box 362, at the 
Mound City Hotel. On the arrival of tne first 
fire companies at 6:37 a second, and immedi- 
ately after a general, alarm was sounded. 
Assistant Chief John F. Barry answered the 
first alarmand he stated thatas he reachea 
thecorner of Broadway and North Market 
street the flames were leaping from every 
window onthe west sideof the building on 
the fifthand sixth floors. The bDlaze leaped 
across the narrow alley and hung like an un- 
earthly halo over the roofs of the 
Mound City Hotel and the tenement 
houses and stores on Broadway, north 
ofthe hotel. Barry drew the conclusion that 
the fire originated in the northend of the 
building and extended to every nook and 
corner of the heavily stocked floor, when the 
flames burst out of the windows and were 
fanned by the east wind which came up from 
the river. 

The fire made its way downward from floor 
to floor until the total six stories were 
wrapped in flames and doomed. Chief 
Lindsay arrived on the scene after the 
third alarm, and under his directions 
the corner of the alley and North Market 
street was made the point of attack. Four 
streams were directed against the fire to 
save the other properties. Streams to fhe 
number of twelve were also turned on the 
east and north walls. The establishment, 
which was more of a warehouse for the Rock 
Island Lumber Manufacturing Co., Rock 
Island, Ill., thanafactorp, was filled witha 
very large stock of sashes. doors ana blinds. 
was 4 thirty men were employed at machinery 
work. : 
DAMAGED BY FALLING WALLS. 

The walls began to give way to the outward 
pressure ofrhe flaming material , before’ the 
fire had lasted halfan hour... The upper por- 
tion of the west wall fell first, and in ten 
minutes more the remainder of the wall 
crashed upon the Mound City Hotel and the 
Broadway tenements. The rear portions of 
these structures are buried beneath 
the mass of walls and lumber. The 
The furniture and household materials of the 
Mound City Hotel were damaged $500, and the 
house itself about $300. John Doran, 2410 
North Broadway, who keeps ashoe store, 
suffered atotalloss of $300; Mary Dalt, 2414 
North Broadway, $50, and Jane Cooper, 2414 
North Broadway, $30, from the fall of the 
west wall. The buildings are damaged also 
to the extent of $1,000. 

Almost at the same time thesouth, east and 
north walls fell outward, as if the building 
was filled with a stock of beans, soaked with 
water. Two railroad cars, which stood on 
the track near the east wall were destroyed. 
One was the property of theC., B. &Q. Rh. 
R., loaded with corn; the other was a Mis- 
sourl Pacific car, stocked with hay. The 
water tower was stationed only a sbort 
distance to the south of the falling 
wall’s track, andthe Hays truck, No, 7, had 
been hauled away from its place beneath the 
same wall scarcely five minutes before the 
crash. The north wall fell upon a one-story 
annex ofthe factory and carried everything 
into the cellar. Several lines of hose were 
buried beneath the south wall. 

‘The flames were given full ventas soon as 
the wa lis had crumbled, and the 
burning doors, window frames and shutters, 
which seemed to fly everywhere with the re- 
movai of the walls, increased the 
danger of a reneral conflagration. 
But the firemen redoubled their efforts and 
confined the flames totheir original bounds. 
Men scrambled upto the very top of the 
huge pile of stock in the west alley and be- 
gan to remove ftfre various burning embers. 

THE LOSSES, 

H. Riesenberg, manager of the establish- 
ment, was seen.and asked what was the ex- 
tent of the loss.’ Hie stated that he estimated 
the damages onthe stock at $60,000 and on 
the building at $40,000. The whole is fully in- 
sured, 4 policies are held by

and surrounding property, as already stated, 
is owned by Theodore Sessinghaus, President 
of the Sessinghaus Milling. Co., 2325 North 
Ninth street, a few short blocks from the fire. 

Mrs. George Walter, who resided in the 
second story of 2512 North Broadway hada very 
narrow esca from death. When the cry 
was given to look out forthe west wall, she 
fled toward the street, but returned to save 
her pet dog, which was in the rear of the 
house. She picked - the canine and hurried 
out of the house at the very instant that the 
wallifelland senta sound of thunder after 
her. She was proud of her achievement, and 
withthe dog in her arms, she satonthe 
west side of Broadway and viewed the prog- 
ress of the fire. 

Capt. Matt Kiely of the Fourth District had 
a large force of officers on the scene in a 
short time after the outbreak of the fire and 
assisted the firemen materially. 

The Broadway cable cars were stopped 
from 7 o’clock to 8:30 o’clock. Some firemen 
were at work onthe ruins all day in order 
to quench ign el 4 smoldering ember. 

Mr. James Robinson,the lessee of the Mound 
City Hotel, was in his office on the second 
floor, fronting meer de getting his cash 
and accounts together, when the falling west 
wall of the factory fell on the east end of the 
hotel. A clould of smoke and dust swept 
through the hallway leading to the Matin 
stairway, and he was so blinded with smoke 
and dust and had a very close call from fall- 
ing downstairs. 

Sergt. Jack Leonard ofthe Fourth District 
had a narrow escape from Doing Sener with 
falling bricks in the rear of the hotel. 

HALF A CENTURY OLD. 

The Mound City Hotel is nearly halfa cen- 
tury old... It was built in 1848, and in the days 
when the old North Missouri Railroad made 
its terminus in the North Endit was a _ very 
fashionable and prosperous hostelry. It has 
ee eee rooms, 
being added several ere ago. 

Mr. Robinson leased it from Theodore Ses- 
singhaus, and occupied twenty-two rooms, 
When the fire sta a number of the boari- 
ers were seersng in the rooms on the east 
end of the notel, almost within a hand's 
reach of the burning bate DG They were 
rudely awakened by Mr. Robinson and his 
family and out safely and without losing 
any of their effects. The hotel has been occu- 
pied by Mr. Robinson about four years,

ANDREWS I8 ALARMED. 


The Slayer of Sherman Williamson Agi- 
tated Over the Evidence Against Him. 
Ed Andrews, who killed Sherman William- 
son at Fisher’s stable last Saturday night, is 
beginning to realize the fact that the evi- 
dence against him is very strong and that his 
only hope now lies in proving that William- 
son not only attacked him with a hatchet be- 
fore the final encounter, but also threatened, 
then and afterwards, tokill him. If he can 


make this claim good, then he will have, he 
thinks, @ clear case of self-defense, just as 
Jim McCann had when tried t week for 
the murder of Hugh Gorham. McCann’s 
wrasse showed that he had been attacked by 
Gorham a few hours before the final meeting 
and his life threatened afterwards, and they 
claimed that McCann was then justified in 
taking Gorham’s life the first time he met 
him, and this claim was sustained by the 
jury. Andrews counted immediately after 
the shooting on the evidence of two wit- 
nesses toclear him. He expected that one of 
the stable employes named Dorsey 
would testi that Andrews at- 
tacked him with a hatchet last Satur- 
day evening, and that he followed this with 
athreat to kill him the next time he gota 
chance and he expected Mrs. Williamson to 
corroborate his own statement in regard to 
the shooting, which was to the effect that 
Andrews had him by the throat and was 
shoving him over against the stove when the 
final shot was fired. 

Mr. Dorsey does not, however, recollect 
the alleged threats of Andrews against Will- 
iamson, and Mrs. Williamson in her inter- 
view with a Post-DiIsPATCH reporter 
yesterday volunteered thp statement, and 
repeated it with emphasis, that her 
husband had nothing whatever in his hands 
when he entered the harness-room, that he 
was fully three feet from Andrews when he 
was shot and that Andrews co have easily 
gotten out of his way and have left the room 
if he had wanted to. In regard to Wil- 
liamson’s assaulton Andrews witha hatchet 
Dorsey testified at the inquest that Andrews 
did not tse the hatchet. He hadone in his 
hand but at the same time Andrews had his 
revolver drawn. Thetrouble ended in talk 
and there was noassault mada by either 
party.

BANK NOTE CIRCULATION. 


A Suggestion as to How It May Be Placed 
on a Firm Basis. 


D. R. Wilkie in the Foram. 


Let mein conclusion make the following 
suggestions, which, though not bearing on 
the Canadian bank system, would, if adopted, 
confer upon the United States the greatest 
measure of permanent financial relief and be 
a satisfactory solution of the currency ques- 
tion, which must be faced soon, and the 
sooner the better. Let the bank-note circu- 
lation of the United States be limited to 
the paid-up capital of the banks, and in case 
of insolvency bear interest at 5 per cent 
per annum until date of redemption ana 
in the meantime be a first charge upon the 
assets of the bank and upon thé double lia- 
bility of shareholders, and be further 
secured: (a) By a bank-note circulation fund 
deposited with the Goverfiment at, say 5 
per cent in gold of the total Issue, to be con- 
tributed by each bank in proportion to its 
authorized issue, and held to redeem 

romptly the notes of any insolvent bank, 

he fund to be replenished as occasion re- 
quires by calls upon the contributing banks 
in proportion to their average circulation; 
(b) by the deposit with the Treasury, of Gov- 
ernment, State, municipal, railroad, or 
other marketable securities to the 

tent of 95 per cent of the 
authorized issues, said securities and 
their value as security to be approved of by 
the treasury and by a board representing the 
contributing banks; (c) all notes to be issued 
tothe Danks from the Treasury and to be 
countersigned by an officer thereof. Under 
such asystem the bank-note circulation of 
the United States should meet all the require- 
ments of the people. Its soundness would be 
unimpeachable, it would contain sufficient 
elasticity to provide currency at all seasons 
of the year at a minimum cost to the bor- 
rower, it would Kill the agitation for the free 
coinage of silver,and would givea national 
bank note a world-wide circulation. 


MUSIC IN AMERICA. 


Seidl Suggests the Need for an Amorican 
Operatic School 


Anton Seidl, in the Forum. 


What we need is American opera given 
under American influences. This can be 
biought about only by an elaborate and 
well organized system of musical educa- 
tion. We have plenty of good material for 
the making of musicians, but this material is 
buried beneath the army of foreign artists 
who come annually to our shores, and whom 
Americans have formed the habit of encour- 
aging—often simply because they are foreign- 
ers. In order to bring out this latent mate- 
rial a school for opera shouid be estab- 
lished here. If conducted on the best princt- 
ples, it would be of inestimable advantage. 
it would keep at home those young musicians 
who annually go abroad to study, sometimes 
under the greatest disadvantages, and it 
would encourage those to undertake a music- 
al education who are deterred from it by the 
expense which they would incur by European 
training. The school should not only train 
singers, but also young men who, are am- 
bitious to become orchestra-players and 
orchestra-leaders. There should be in con- 
nection with it a theater in which operas 
might be produced. The institution would 
thus be a practical school for opera. 
The first year after its establishment 
should be spent in fundamental train- 
ing. Private performances of opera might be 
given, but no public ones until the artists 
had been thoroughly trained. As soon as this 
was accomplished, three or four operas 
might be publiciy produced each year. Na- 
tive singers would thus have the advantage 
of being heard under the most favorable con- 
ditions, ana native instrumentalists would 
display their talents in tne orchestra. We 
need, especially, a better training in this 
country for orchestra-leaders. American 
composers, too, would be greatly helped, for 
the school should endeavor to encourage 
them, not by ignoring works written by for- 
éigners, but by giving preference to operas 
written by Americans. If it were possibile to 
raise a guarantee fund for such an establish- 
ment, splendid results might be obtained in 
a Very snort time.
